Jet Pilot, 


Airline Fined 


For Mishap 


NEW YORK (A P )—The pilot of 
the jet airplane that took a 30,000 
foot div e toward the Atlantic last 
February has been fined $1,000 by 
the Federa l Av iation Ag ency for 
being out of the cockpit at the 
tim e. 
Pan American World Airwa y s, 
the owner of the pla ne, w a s also 
fined $1,000 for fa iling to Keep a 
flig ht-recording 
dev ice 
in opera ­ 
tion on the new 707 Boeing jet. 
The copilot, who was at the con­ 
trols 
when 
the 
plane 
suddenly 
div ed from 35,000 feet, wa s notified 
of the g ov ernm ent plans to sus­ 
pend his ca pta in's rating for six 
months. The reason for the sus­ 
pension apparently w a s his failure 
to stop the div e im m edia tely . 
The jet, 
with 
114 pa sseng ers, 
was fly ing from London to Gander, 
Nfld., Feb. 3, when it suddenly 
nosed down. The pilot, Capt. W. 
Waldo Ly nch, wa s in the pa ssen­ 
g er com pa rtm ent. B eca use of the 
trem endous 
speed 
and ang le of 
div e he had to fig ht his way back 
to the cockpit. 
He and the copilot, Capt. S. T. 
Peters, lev eled the plane with dif­ 
ficulty a mile in dista nce but only 
a few seconds in tim e from Almost 
certain death in the ocea n.

Field men increase production from 
wells, processing plants step up their job of cleaning 
the pas and removing liquids, the gas goes to receiv­ 
ing points where it is measured, and, at just th« 
right time, it moves into Texas Eastern’* lystem.

AA hen temperatures suddenly drop and more and 
more gas is needed to keep home* well heated, do you 
ever wonder where the extra amounts of natural 
gas come from? 


The amount of gas available to Texas Eastern's 
customers most likely depends on a man a thousand 
or more miles aw ay-th e chief dispatcher at the 
Company’s Gas Division headquarters in Shreveport, 
louisiana. I t ’* his job to keep the right amount* of 
ga* moving through the more than 6,100 miles af 
Texas Eastern pipelines. 


In order for the dispatcher to anticipate requests 
for more gas, he receives hourly reports of weather 
in our sales areas (we deliver gas to utilities st 
114 points in 14 different states). When tempera­ 
tures drop, the dispatcher calls for more gas to Iva 
taken into the sy*tem. AA hen it rises and demand 
lessens, he reduces the amount of gas coming into 
tha pipeline. 


Now. just how is this giant che** game played? The 
dispatcher moves all of the chessmen. His moves ara 
determined by many factors - among them ara tem­ 
perature, volume of gas called for, compression, gas 
needed from producing areas, delivery rates, points 
of delivery and the amount of gas needed at each 
point. The moves are made on the dispatcher’* plot­ 
ting chart at the Gas Division headquarters. 


The dispatcher keeps a close watch over weather 
rhsngrs. lf it looks like a cold spell is developing m 
any area he immediately goes into action. He informs 
our measurement men and compressor station per­ 
sonnel that more gas is going to be needed at an 
appointed tim*. Field men increase production from 
wells, processing plants step up their job of cleaning 
the gas and removing liquids, the gas goes to receiv­ 
ing points where it is measured, and, at just tha 
right rime, it mores into Texas Eastern’s system. 


The dispatching office is never closed — someone is 
on duty to supervise movement of gas 24 hours a 
day — seven days a week. 


Texas Eastern employs a wide range of communica­ 
tion equipment - leased telephone lines, V H F radio 
and microwave circuits. The dispatcher uses al] of 
th o * to make sure gat is deliiered as needed.
